Queens  Majefty  of  her  godly  Zeal  calHng  to 
[entrance  how  neceffary  it  is  to  the  advance-

ment  of  Gods  glory,  and  to  the  eftablifliment  of 
Chrirts  pure  ReligiOnj  for  all  her  loving  Sub/eds , 
efpecially  the  Hate  Ecclefiaftieal,  to  knit  together 
inoneperfcft  unity  of  Dodrine,  and  to  be  con- 
joined in  one  Uniformity  of  Rices  and  manners  in 
the  nainiftration  of  Gods  holy  Word , in  open 
prayer  and  miniftratioh  of  Sacraments,  as  alfo  to 
berf  one  dc'centbehaviouf  in  theijr  outward  apparel,  to  be  known  partly 
by  their  diftind  habits tobeof  that  Vocation,  (who  ftiould be  reverenced 
the  rather  in  their  offices  as  Minifters  of  the  holy  things  whereto  they  be 
hath  by  her  Letters  dirtt^red  unto  the  Afchbifliopof  Cunttrlmrj^ 
and  Metropolitan,  required,  enjoined,  and  ftraightly  charged,  that  with 
afliftance  and  conferences  had  with  other  fii^ops,  nanrely  fueh  as  be  in 
commifllon  forcaufcsEccldiaffical,  feme  orders  might  be  taken,  where- 
by all  dhterfities  and  varieties  among  them  of  the  Clergy  and  the  people, 
(as  breeding  nothing  but  contention,  offence,  and  breach  of  eommon  cha- 
rity, and  be  againft  the  Laws  , good  Ufage  and  Ordinances  of  the 
Real.  j'j  might  be  reformed  and  repreffed,  and  brought  to  one  manner  of 
Uniformity  thronghdut  the  whole  Realm , that  the  people  may  thereby 
quietly  honour  and  ferve Almighty  Godin  truth,  concord,  unity,  peace, 
and  quietnefs,  as  by  her  Majeilies  faid  Letters  more  at  large  doth  appear. 
Whereupon  by  diligent  Conference  and  contmunication  in  the  fame,  and 
atlafl  by  a (Tent  anJ  confent  of  the  perfqns  afOfeffid  , ihefe  Orders  and 
Rules  er&ing  have  been  thought  meet  and  convenient  to  be  ufed  and 
followed  ; nor  yet  preferibibg  th-efe  Rules,  as  Liws  equivalent  with  the 
Eternf})  Word  of  God,  and  as  of  neceflity  to  bind  the  confeienees  of  her 
Sttbjedsin  the  nature  of  them  confidered  in  thcmfelves : Or  as  theyfbould 
add  any  efficacy,  or  more  holinefs  to  the  vertueof  publick  prayer,  and  to 
the  Sacraments , but  as  temporal  orders  meer  Ecclefiaftieal,  without  any 
vain  fuperftitioo,  and  as  rules  in  forae  part  of  Difcipline  concerning  deccB»
